Citizenship 
Vital To Trade 
In So. America

Businessmen from the United 
States who seek to do business 
In Latin American countries 
should become citizens of the 
South American or Central 
American nation in which they 
reside, just as the Europeans 
who came to the United States 
in the early history of our na­ 
tion became citizens of the 
United States. Thus spoke Dr. 
Osgood Hardy, professor of his­ 
tory at Occidental College, who 
addressed an inter-city meeting 
of the Torrance, Rcdondo Beach 
and Hcrmosa Beach Rotary 
clubs yesterday noon at the 
Elks Club, Redondo Beach.

Dr. Hardy, who has traveled 
widely in Latin American coun­ 
tries, uttered a warning con­ 
cerning the "good neighbor" pol­ 
icy adopted under the adminis­ 
tration of former President F. 
D. Roosevelt. Under 'this policy, 
any Central or South American 
country could decide to become 
a subject of any European or 
other world power, and we have 
agreed not to Intercede. In this 
respect, the "good neighbor" pol­ 
icy differs from the 'big stick" 
policy advocated by   former 
President Theodore Roosevelt, 
under which the United States 
was committed to resist any 
encroachment of powers Outside 
the Amerlcas, Dr. Hardy ex­ 
plained. He was one of the 
principal speakers at the recent 
Rotary conference in Los An­ 
geles. |
